NEW BASTILLE 


To-day on the Fete Nationale’ 


of France, writers. throughout 
the world ‘will dip their pens 
deeper and scratch their words 
more keenly to instil into those 
unfamiliar with it, the peculiar 
historial landmark in the strug- 
gle for democracy which ‘the 
fall of the Bastille represented 
on July 14, 1789. 


It was on that day that the 
revolutionaries, since dignified 
us patriots, took and razed the 
gizaiutic stone defences of the 
gates of Paris which had been 
knuwn as the Bastille since 
1369. In destroying that em- 


-blem--of{-- despotism —-they—em-- 


barked in a pool of blood on a 
course of ruling of the people by 
the people for the people which 
they have steered, with an oc- 
casional bad tack, more .or less 
consistently ever since. 


The Bastille: was once wrested 
from the English who had oc- 
cupicd Paris: now we have to 
wrest from French hands the 
new Bastille represented by the 
harsh new structure being built 
round the French people by 
Berlin and Vichy. . The French 
was once locked 
the Bastille because 
of its’ recaleitrance; though 
the site. of the Bastille 
now ,is indicated. only by a 
bronze column surmounted by 
the figure of liberty, there are 
fates just as terrible in concen- 
tration camps to which critics 
of the Petain-Darlan regime are 
consigned. The Bastille stood 
for intolerance because it was 
used to imprison writers whose 
works offended the’ Government 
and to confine persons against 
whom no charge could con- 
veniently be brought.

Present ‘S ‘ystem Proves — Food 


Still Plentiful in Britain 


The food position in England, while inconvenient in some ways, is by no) 


means serious, writes a correspondent in “Sydney Daily Telegraph.” 
That’s the only conclusion one can draw from the frankly half-hearted system of 


rationing. 


In my first few days in Lon- 
don I had an impression that 
there was an unfair discrimina- 
tion in the food regulations, 
After being interviewed at Cax- 
ton Hall, Westminster, by a 
woman official, I had obtained 
an identification card and ration 
book. 
—There—are“52—coupons~for-—- meat, 
and 26 each for bacon und ham, 
sugar, butter, cooking fat and 
margarine, 

But-1I soon found I could go into 
any cafe or hotel and order a meal 
without reference to coupons. 


Morc—If You Pay 

Clearly, ‘the household which could 
afford it could dine out three or four 
times a week and use jts week's sup~ 
ply of coupons for the remaining 
three meals ot home, . 

I found that the more I was will- 
Ing to pay—-the more expensive the 
menu-—so the food improved, 

At) my hotel I was offered hors 
d'ocuyres, 2 choice of sole, turbot, or 
roast lamb, with three ot four 
vegetables, peach meJjba, and coffee 
for 15/-,

fit-tmaking middleman. has.to be interfered with.

The food position in England, while inconvenient in some ways, is by no 
means serious, writes a correspondent in “Sydney Daily Telegraph.” 


- That’s the only conclusion one can 
rationing.’ It is not so serious that the old'-system. o 
fitemaking middleman has to be interfered -with. 


In my first few days in Lon- 
don I had an impression that 
there was an unfair discrimina- 
tion in the food regulations. 
After being interviewed at Cax- 
ton Hall,, Westminster, by a 
woman official, I had obtained 
an identification card and ration 
book.

ham, 


and 26 each for bacon and 
and 


sugar, butter, cooking fat 
margarine. : 
But I soon found 1 could go into 
any cafe or hotel and order a meal 
without reference fo coupons. 


More—If You Pay 

Clearly, the houschold which. could 
afford It could dine out three or four 
times a week and use its week's sup- 
ply of coupons for the remaining 
three meals at heme. 

I found that the more I was will- 
ing to pay—the more expensive the 
menu—so the food improved, 

At my hotel I was offered hors 
d'oeuvres, a choice of sole, turbot, or 
roast’ lamb, with three’ or four 
vegetables, peach melba, and, coffee 
for 15/-. . 

One is not supposed to have fish 
and meat at one meal. Hors 
doeuvres, which give you, herrings, 
anchovies, and sardines, are a way of 
getting round this, 

To show me how easily food requ- 
lations could be broken, newspaper- 
men took me to a restaurant, where

Present System Proves Food 
Still Plentiful -in Britain 


The food position in ‘England, while inconyenient in some ways, is by no 
means serious, writes a correspondent in.“Sydney Daily Telegraph.” | 

That’s the only conclusion one can draw from the frankly half-hearted system of 
rationing. It is not so scrious that the old’ systera of distribution through the pro- 
fit-making middleman has to be interfered with. F . 


In my first few days in Lon- 
don I had an impression that 
there was an unfair discrimina- 
tion in the food regulations, 
After. being interviewed at Cax- 
ton Hall, Westminster, by a 
woman official, I had obtained 
‘an identification card and ration 
book. 

There are 52 coupons for meat, 
“and 26-each- ‘for —bacon—and-—ham, 
sugar, butter, cooking fat and 
margarine. : 

But I soon found I could go Into 
any cafe or hotel and order a meal 
without reference to coupons. 


More—If You Pay . 

Clearly, the houschold which could 
afford it could dine out three or four 
tlmes a week and use its week's sup- 
ply of coupons for the remaining 
three meals at heme. 

T found that the more I was will- 
ing to pny—the more expensive the 
menu-—so the food improved. 

At my hotel I was offered hors 
d’ocuvres, a cholce of sole, turbot, or 
ronst lamb, with three or four 
vegetables, peach melba, and coffee 
for 15/~. : 

Ono ig not suppostd.. to have fish 
and ,meat at one meal. Hors 
d'acuvres, which give you herrings, 
anchovics, and sardines, are a way of 
getting round thls. 

To show mc how caslily food regu- 
Jations could be broken, newspaper- 
men took me to a restaurant, where 
we hind hors d’ocuvres, steak, and 
omelette garnished with onion, butter 
{a rare delicacy), and sweets, 


IUegal Meal 
This meal of meat and eges to-~ 
gelher- was illegal, and could not 
have been obtained if my friend 
hhad not known the proprictor. 

The‘ bill came to 30/—a price of 
experience. 

I hnve not since been able to ob- 
tain steak anywhere in London, 

Nor will the decision to slaughter 
300,000 head of Britain's cattle (be- 
cause of the shortage of feed) bring 
beefslake any closer, « - E 

Because this meat will be made 
inte sausages, which (with’ the Taw 
providing that not more than 45 per 
cent, of sausages shall be meat) will 
make about 1.200,000,000 sausages.

No racchorse ever received 
more attention and grooming 
than an RA.F. bomber, ‘The 
captain knows that the lives of 
hig crew may depend on the last 
little adjustment. On the day 
of a raid he always takes tho 
aircraft up for a “pipe-opener.” 

Like the racehorse, the alt- 
craft has a temperament which 
cam only be appreciated’ by 
those who have , ridden her. 
Bombers, though they may be 
of the sume design, differ slight- 
ly from each other in perform- 
ance, ind only the captain who 
hag piloted the same machine 
several times comes to know 
her, little idiosynerasiés. More- 
over, crews develop an affection 
for their aircraft, especially if 
they have survived some pre- 
carious trip together.

“Tiilrd: In spite of orders to the 
contrary, sympathy has been re- 
pealedly expressed with British pri- 
soners of war (presents of flowers, 
frults and cigarettes: have been given 
them. Such manifestations are be- 
ing tolerated by Greek police, who 
have not reacted with the meuns at 
their disposal. 

“Fourth: The way the people of 
Athens ‘behave in general toward 
German armed forces fs unfriendly. 

“Fifth: Profiteering in Athens has 
surpussed every Jimit and competent 
authorities have failed to take neces- 
sary measures to prevent same.
